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Business Activity for the 4 weeks ending January 17 
was down 1 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but was 
up 6 per cent from the corresponding period .in 1952, and 
for the year 1952 was 6 per cent above 1951, according 
to the New York Times business activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
down 12 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 5 per cent 
from the corresponding period in 1952, and for the year 
1952 were 7 per cent below 1951. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up 15 per cent 
in December from November, 11 per cent from December 
1951, and for the year 1952 were 5 per cent above 1951. 

Personal Income Payments were up 1 per cent in De- 
cember from November, 6 per cent from December 1951 
and for the year 1952 were 6 per cent above 1951. Sal- 
aries and wages income for the year 1952 was 7 per cent 
above 1951, and nonagricultural income was up 6 per cent. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index dropped 1 per cent in December from 
November, but was 7 per cent above December 1951 and 
for the year 1952 was only fractionally below 1951. 

Electric Power Production was up 8 per cent in Decem- 
ber from November, 10 per cent from December 1951, and 
8 per cent for the year 1952 as compared with 1951. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 3 per cent in De- 
cember from November but was 4 per cent below Decem- 
ber 1951 and for the year 1952 was 13 per cent below 1951. 

Steel Production was down fractionally in December 
from November but was 9 per cent above December 1951. 
For the year 1952, however, production was 12 per cent 
below 1951. The steel industry operated at 106 per cent 
of theoretical capacity in December. 

Machine Tool Shipments were up 3 per cent in Decem- 
ber from November, 34 per cent from December 1951 and 
78 per cent for the year 1952 as compared with 1951. 
New machine tool orders were up 8 per cent in December 
(Continued on Page 2)

IN OHIO 

Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were up 19 per cent in 
December from November, 14 per cent from December 
1951 and 5 per cent for the year 1952 as compared with 
1951. 

Agricultural Income was down 17 per cent in December 
from November and 7 per cent from December 1951, but 
for the year 1952 was 1 per cent above 1951. For the 
year 1952 as compared with 1951, income from dairy prod- 
ucts and grains was up 7 per cent and 13 per cent, re- 
spectively; income from meat animals and poultry and 
eggs was down 6 per cent and 8 per cent, respectively. 

Electric Power Production was down 3 per cent in De- 
cember from November but was 2 per cent above Decem- 
ber 1951, and for the year 1952 was 4 per cent above 1951. 

Bituminous Coal Production was down 20 per cent in 
December from November, 8 per cent from December 
1951 and 6 per cent for the 12 months of 1952 as com- 
pared with 1951. 

Retail Sales of Independent Stores were up 22 per cent 
in December from November, 9 per cent from December 
1951, and 3 per cent for the year 1952 as compared with 
1951. 

Department Store Sales were up 57 per cent in Decem- 
ber from November, 14 per cent from December 1951, and 
for the year 1952 were 2 per cent above 1951. 

Dyers’ and Cleaners’ Sales dropped fractionally in De- 
cember from November but were 9 per cent above Decem- 
ber 1951 and for the year 1952 were 2 per cent above 1951. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was up 27 per cent in December from No- 
vember, 40 per cent from December 1951 and for the year 
1952 was 2 per cent above 1951. 

New Passenger Car Registrations in 42 Ohio counties 
for the year 1952 were down 18 per cent from 1951 and 
new truck registrations were down 22 per cent. Used car 
registrations in 32 counties were down only fractionally.

Construction Activity as measured by the value 
of contracts awarded was up 18 per cent in Decem- 
ber from November, 19 per cent from December 
1951 and for the year 1952 was 7 per cent above 
1951. For the year 1952 as compared with 1951, 
residential building was up 2 per cent and public 
works and utilities building, 25 per cent; nonresi- 
dential building was down 2 per cent. 

Retail Sales of Independent Stores were up 20 per 
cent in December from November, 9 per cent from 
December 1951, and for the year 1952 were 4 per 
cent above 1951. 


Department Store Sales were up 46 per cent in 
December from November, 6 per cent from Decem- 
ber 1951, and 2 per cent for the year 1952 as com- 
pared with 1951. 

Commodity Prices at Wholesale were down 1 per 
cent in December from November, 3 per cent from 
December 1951 and for the year 1952 were 3 per 
cent below 1951. 


Cost of Living for the year 1952 was up 2 per 
cent from 1951 as were also retail food prices.

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COLUMBUS 

Total employment in 1952 was 6 per cent higher 
than in 1951, and total pay rolls were 12 per cent 
higher. The only decreases from 1951 to 1952 oc- 
curred in construction employment, which was down 
1 per cent. 

Retail sales of 91 independent stores were 38 per 
cent higher in December than in November and 
were 16 per cent higher than in December 1951. 
Sales for the entire year were 5 per cent higher 
than in the previous year. 

Retail food prices in December were fractionally 
below the November level, but were 1 per cent above 
the December 1951 level. 

December bank debits increased 18 per cent over 
debits in both November 1952 and December 1951. 
Yearly debits were 7 per cent above 1951 debits. 


DAYTON 

1952 total employment in December decreased 6 
per cent from 1951 employment, but 1952 total pay 
rolls were 1 per cent higher than in 1951. The larg- 
est decrease in employment—a drop of 19 per cent— 
occurred in construction. 

Bank debits in December were 17 per cent above 
debits in November and were 16 per cent above 
debits in December 1951. Total debits in 1952 were 
7 per cent above debits in 1951. . 

December industrial power consumption was 10 
per cent below power consumption in November, 
but was 10 per cent above power consumption in 
December. Power consumption this year was 5 per 
cent above power consumption last year. 


TOLEDO 

1952 employment was below the 1951 employment 
level--with decreases ranging from a fraction of 1 
per cent in manufacturing to 13 per cent in con- 
struction. However, pay rolls in 1952 were above 
pay rolls in 1951 except in construction, where a 
decrease of 12 per cent occurred. 

Retail sales in December were 31 per cent above 
November sales and 10 per cent above December 
sales in 1951. Total sales in 1952 were 2 per cent 
below total sales in 1951. 

December bank debits increased 14 per cent from 
both November 1952 and December 1951 debits. 
Debits during 1952 were 6 per cent above debits 
during 1951. 


YOUNGSTOWN 

Total employment during the year was 7 per cent 
below 1951 employment, and total pay rolls were 2 
per cent below 1951 pay rolls. Manufacturing em- 
ployment was down 6 per cent for the year, but 
manufacturing pay rolls were up 1 per cent. 

Retail sales in December were up 43 per cent and 
19 per cent from sales in November 1952 and De- 
cember 1951, respectively. Total 1952 sales were 
only fractionally below 1951 sales. 

Bank debits in December were up 3 per cent from 
November and 6 per cent from December 1951, but 
for the year were fractionally less than 1951 debits. 

The steel industry operating rate remained at 
106 per cent of theoretical capacity. 
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The auto industry turned out 4,286 thousand cars last 
year; about 1 million less than the production of cars 
in 1951. This means that for every 100 cars produced in 
1951 only 80 cars were produced in 1952. 

The 1952 production was slightly under the industry- 
wide quota of 4,356 thousand cars, primarily because of 
material shortages. These material shortages are van- 
ishing: steel, copper, aluminum, zinc, and other metals 
are coming into much better supply for civilian use. This 
year’s January production of 466 thousand cars was at 
an annual rate of 5,500 thousand cars and represents an 
increase of 63 per cent over the production of cars in 
January of last year. 


Top Cars 


More Chevrolets were produced in 1952 than any other 
type car. Production of Fords was second, with Plymouth 
third. Buick output wound up fourth and ahead of some 
well-known cars which have less expensive models as, 
for example, Pontiac, Oldsmobile, Dodge, Mercury, Stude- 
baker, and Nash. Some interesting shifts accurred in the 
order of importance, as measured by output, of the dif- 
ferent make cars. Cadillac which ranked 17th in 1948 has 
moved up to 13th place in 1952 while Kaiser dropped 
from 10th place in 1948 to 14th place in 1952.

“The Big Three,” Chrysler, Ford and General Motors, 
decreased production at a slightly greater rate than did 
the so-called independents taken as a group. In 1952, The 
Big Three produced 86.5 per cent of all cars while in 
1951 they produced 87.2 per cent of the total.

The Big Three producers are accounting for a sharply 
greater share of total car production so far this year than 
they did during 1952. As has been indicated, General 
Motors, Ford, and Chrysler built 86.5 per cent of all cars 
last year. Thus far in 1953, they are producing 89.3 per 
cent of all cars. Ford ranks third behind Chrysler among 
the three firms as far as volume is concerned. Last year 
Ford outproduced Chrysler. 

Ford, as a matter of fact, is the only Big Three mem- 
ber getting a smaller share of current car production than 
it got for all of last year. Chrysler has been producing

about 23 per cent of all cars so far this year as compared 
with 22 per cent last year. General Motors has increased 
its share of the total production from 41.5 per cent to 44.5 
per cent of this year’s volume. The total of all independ- 
ents has decreased from 13.5 per cent of total production 
in 1952 to 10.7 per cent thus far this year.

Production in 1952 was down from 1951 for all makes 
of cars other than the Lincoln and the Willys. The 69 
per cent decrease in production of Crosleys in 1952 from 
1951 was larger than the per cent decrease in output for 
any other car. The relative decrease of 28 per cent in 
the production of Studebakers in 1952 from 1951 was sec- 
ond. The decrease of 26.9 per cent in the output of

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Chryslers was a close third. The relative decreases in the 
production of DeSoto, Dodge, Plymouth, Buick, Chevrolet, 
Oldsmobile, Pontiac, Kaiser and Hudson were all more 
than 20 per cent. 

Production of Lincolns increased 25 per cent and pro- 
duction of Willys increased 95 per cent in 1952 as com- 
pared with 1951.
